ICustomizinq vehicle features

When customizing vehicle features, ensure that the vehicle is parked in a 
safe place with the shift lever in P and the parking brake set. 

Press and hold the menu switch of 
the multi-information switches to 
display customization mode.

1 When the smart access system with push-button start is off, the “Smart door 
unlocking function cannot be customized. 

1 When the doors remain closed after unlocking the doors and the 'Automatic 
door lock function activates, the signals will be generated in accordance with 
the “Operation signal (emergency flashers)’’ and the "Operation signal (buzzer 
volume)” settings. 

n In the following situations, customize mode in which the settings can be changed 
through the multi-information switches will automatically be turned off. 

1 A warning message appears after the customize mode screen is displayed. 

1 The "POWER" switch is turned off.
